High Court Stays 
Slayer's Execution 


A 
32-y e a r-old 
Stanislaus 
County murderer, scheduled to 
die tomorrow morning in San 
Quentin’s gas chamber, won a 
last-minute stay of execution 
today from Justice William 0. 
Douglas of the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


Richard G. Riser won the 
temporary reprieve from exe­ 
cution for the fatal shooting of 
Mr. and Mrs. Earl Hastings dur­ 
ing a holdup at their tavern in 
Oakdale in 1956. 


The stay came just as Riser’s 
attorney, Carl B. Shapiro of 
Fairfax, was in San Francisco 
to argue for the Death Row 
inmate before federal judges. 
Shapiro contends that de­ 
scriptions of the two holdup 
men, given to police by two 


eyewitnesses Immediately af­ 
ter the holdup-murder, do not 
match Riser and his brother, 
Roscoe. 
Roscoe Riser is serving a 
life term in Folsom Prison. 
Shapiro alleges the two eye­ 
witnesses’ 
testimony 
during 
the trial was inconsistent with 
statements they made to police 
after the shooting. The attor­ 
ney declared Riser tried to get 
t h e 
eyewitnesses’ 
original 
statements into evidence dur­ 
ing the trial, but this was re­ 
fused. Therefore, he claims, 
Riser did not get a fair trial.

Little Rock 


Case Before 
Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON 
— C h i e f 
Justice Earl Warren suggested 
today 
the 
real 
issue in the 
Little Rock school controversy 
is whether any agency of the 
state is preventing N e g r o 
school children from exercising 
their constitutional rights. 


Warren tossed this in the 
form of a question to Richard 
A. Butler, 
attorney 
for the 
Little Rock School Board who 
was arguing for suspension of 
integration in the city’s Cen­ 
tral High School. 


Warren said that, conceding 
the good faith of the board, 
was not the court concern with 
whether action by 
the 
state 
“has frustrated the constitu­ 
tional right of these children?” 


Butler replied that the board 
felt it was entitled to be heard 
on 
its 
own 
record, 
adding 
“We’ve asked the court to look 
at our problem in Little Rock.” 


Repeatedly, Butler alluded to 
the phrase “with all deliberate 
speed” 
used by the Superior 
Court in a 1955 decision for 
desegregation. He argued this 
gave flexibility for suspension 
of integration in view of dis­ 
orders in Little Rock the past 
school year. 


U. S. Dist. Judge Harry J. 
Lcmley authorized a 30-month 
suspension of integration in the 
high school, but his 
decision 
was overruled by the 8th Cir­ 
cuit Court of Appeals. 


The question for the Sup­ 
reme Court is whether to sus­ 
tain the district judge or the 
appeals. A decision is expected 
tomorrow or Saturday.

TAIPEI, Formosa (ifl — Chi­ 
nese Nationalist supply ships, 
convoyed by American war­ 
ships, reached Quemoy beach 
today but were forced back by 
a heavy Red artillery barrage 
before they could unload the 
bulk of their cargo.

supply ships to withdraw after 
they had unloaded only a few 
supplies for the beleaguered 
Nationalist garrison.

The Nationalist Defense Min­ 
istry said earlier that the sup­ 
ply ships had returned undam­ 
aged to their Pescadores base 
after unloading. 
This was the first attempt 
to run supplies to the garrison 
since Monday, when Commun­ 
ist artillery fire blew up an 
ammunition ship on the Que­ 
moy beach and forced another 
to retreat after losing most of 
its cargo. 


STORMY WEATHER 
Stormy weather prevented 
the dispatch of convoys Tues­ 
day and yesterday. 
The Red artillery opened up 
at the appearance of the con­ 
voy today after being silent 21 
hours.

Old Herzog Home Sold, To Become 


Site Of Saving-Loan Assn. Building 


Marin County Savings and 
Loan Assn. has purchased the 
former S. K. Herzog Sr. resi­ 
dence at Fifth avenue and 
Court street, San Rafael, .and 
soon will erect a huge new 
building' there. 
Announcement of the move 
came jointly today from Rus­ 
sell H. Warden, president, and 
Fred F. Enemark, executive 
vice president of the savings 
and loan organization. 
The sales agreement with 
heirs of the late Mrs. S. K. 
(Rebecca Lobree) Herzog Sr., 
on file at the county recorder’s 
office, indicates the price was 
$106,000. 
Maynard Redmond 
Co. was broker in the transac­ 
tion. 
Enemark said architect Eu­ 
gene Crawford already 
has 
been engaged to prepare plans 
for a two-story structure. Craw­ 
ford will work in consultation 
with the Cunneen Co., a na­ 
tionally known firm specializ­ 
ing in the design of financial 
institutions. 
The old Herzog residence 
and another structure on the 
property, which extends 115 
feet along Fifth avenue and 
111 feet along Court street, 
soon will be razed. 
The new building will pro­ 
vide professional offices up­ 
stairs and store space to be 
leased on the ground floor. 
Offstreet parking will be pro­ 
vided, said Enemark. 
Construction will begin in 
approximately three months, 
with completion scheduled six 


or seven months thereafter, 
Enemark said. No decision has 
yet been reached as to which 
construction firm will build 
the building, “but we will con­ 
sider any Marin County con­ 
tractors ” Enemark declared. 
The projected move will be 
the first for the 72-year-old 
savings and loan association.

This Month And Next Should Tell Tale; 


Auto Industry Situation Is Big Factor 


By SAM DAWSON 
NEW YORK an — For the 
more than 
four and-one-half 
million Americans out of work, 
the business recovery can’t 
come too soon. 
The best thing about the gov­ 
ernment’s latest report on un­ 
employment is that it shows 
the situation isn’t getting any 
worse. 
The official figures indicate 
a drop in unemployment be­ 
tween mid-July and mid-Aug­ 
ust. But that drop seems to be 
more apparent than real. 
It was confined largely to 
the removal of job-seeking stu­ 
dents from the iabor force. For 
the mature worker the situa­ 
tion was little changed. 
The influx of students into 
the labor force in June sent 
that month’s total unemployed 
to a recession peak of five and- 
one-half million. 
There are still two million 
more persons out of work than 
a year ago. While increased in­ 
dustrial output has called some 
back to jobs most of the gain 
in production has been accom­ 
plished either by greater pro­ 
ductivity through the use of 
better equipment or by length-1 
ening of the work week. 
The real test of the employ­ 
ment trend will show up th is; 
month and next. 
AUTO INDUSTRY 
If the auto industry comes to . 
terms with its workers and 
there is no strike, employment 
figures should rise reasonably 
and the recovery should get up 
enough momentum to whittle 
at the disheartening total of the 
jobless. 
The mid-August, employment 
in the auto industry was at the 
lowest point since 1946. Shut­ 
downs f o r earlier-than-usual 
changeovers to new models ac­ 
counted for most of the poor 
showing. 
Speeding up of work on the 
new models this month and 
next—barring a labor stoppage 


—should s e n d 
employment 
sharply upward. 
Acceptance of the new mod­ 
els by the public would keep 
the employment figures high. 


INCREASE IN HOURS 
For factory workers with 
jobs, the summer has seen a 
slow increase in the number 
of hours worked. The average 
factory work week is still be­ 
low last year’s figure but is 
gradually pulling up toward 40 
hours again. 
This, coupled with wage in­ 
creases in some industries, has 
increased their take-home pay 
and has helped keep the total 


of consumer ^pending at a fair­ 
ly high level. 
Partly because of this, many 
merchants are turning optimis­ 
tic about fall and Christmas 
trade. Their supplies report a 
jump in re-ordering.

The cities of Richmond and 
San Pablo should be excluded 
from the Alameda-Contra Costa 
Transit District, Marin County 
Superior Court Judge Thomas 
F. Keating ruled yesterday. 
The district was formed in 
1956 by vote of East Bay resi­ 
dents. Its directors have placed 
a $16,900,000 bond issue on the 
November ballot so that the 
district can take over lines in 
two counties operated by the 
Key System and Greyhound. 
A group of taxpayers con­ 
tended that the votes of the 
1956 election creating the dis­ 
trict were improperly canvas­ 
sed in that votes were counted 
by Assembly districts rather 
than by cities. The case was 
heard on Aug. 12 and 13 in 
Marin Superior Court because 
it was considered neutral in the 
East Bay controversy. 
Judge Keating decided that 
the canvassing was improper 
and ordered the cities of Rich­ 
mond and San Pablo excluded 
from the transit district.

national Physical Year expedi­ 
tion. 
The total eclipse, not visible 
from this part of the world, 
will be seenjfrom the South Pa­ 
cific on Oct. 12. 
The Danger 
Islands—a coral islet group 11 
degrees south of the Equator— 
were chosen for the observa­ 
tion site because they lie “most 
nearly in the center of the path 
of the eclipse,” Bunton said. 
The group intends to mea­ 
sure the intensity of the sha­ 
dow bands which precede to­ 
tality of the eclipse and see 
whether there is a corollation 
with the velocity and directions 
of the upper air currents, Bun­ 
ton said. 
Supplementing this, 
the Navy will send up weather 
balloons to measure the veloc­ 
ity at different altitudes around 
the time of the eclipse. 
The other task will be mea­ 
suring the polarization of light 
of the sun’s corona (outer at­ 
mosphere of the sun, visible 
only during a total eclipse). 
A special camera and elec 
tronic equipment have beer 
built for these projects in the 
California Academy of Science 
nstrumen^shop.

Gluck Quits As 


Ceylon Envoy 


NEWPORT, R. I. (^— Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower today accept­ 
ed the resignation of Maxwell 
H. Gluck as ambassador to Cey­ 
lon, effective about Oct. 1. 


At the time of his appoint­ 
ment last summer, Gluck was 
the center of a teapot tempest 
over not knowing the name of 
Ceylon’s prime minister. 


In a letter to the President, 
made public at his vacation 
headquarters, Gluck asked to 
be relieved because of the pres­ 
sures of personal considera­ 
tions. He did not specify them. 


In accepting the resignation, 
Eisenhower in a letter to Gluck 
expressed 
appreciation 
“o f 
your able representation of our 
government at this important 
post.” 


Gluck, 58, was confirmed to 
the post in June, 1957 by the 
Senate. 
Later Sen. William 
Fulbright 
(D-Ark.) 
disclosed 
that at a private committee 
hearing Gluck had been unable 
to name the prime ministers 
of either Ceylon or India and 
showed himself unfamiliar with 
a United Nations report con­ 
cerning Hungary which Ceylon 
had signed.

Policy matters relating to education 
in California public schools are deter­ 
mined almost solely by so-called profes­ 
sional educators without much regard 
for the desires of the taxpaying citi­ 
zenry. 
Whether we realize it or not, we are 
leaving these matters “up to the ex­ 
perts.” 
This is the state of affairs we de­ 
scribed in this space yesterday. 
Now to the question: Is this good, or 
is it bad? 
To the degree that parents do not 
know what’s best for their own children, 
it’s good. 
To the degree that so-called profes­ 
sional educators know better than the 
people what’s best for our youth, it’s 
good. 
To the degree that our young people 
are better educated under the present 
system than they would be if the pat­ 
tern of public education were deter­ 
mined by the people instead of the ex­ 
perts, it’s good. 
But to the degree the present system 
violates the traditional American pre­ 
cept of majority rule in matters of pub­ 
lic policy, it’s bad. 
To the degree that professional edu­ 
cators do NOT know better than the 
people what's good for our youth, it's 
bad. 
And to the degree that the profes­ 
sionals are NOT doing a satisfactory job, 
it’s bad. 
But there is a more sinister factor. 
We the people are in the position of hav­ 
ing surrendered and abdicated our pow­ 


ers of decision in educational policy 
matters. 
This is woefully dangerous and there­ 
fore intolerably bad. 
Rumors of subversive infiltration into 
the teaching profession have long been 
echoing. We have never put much cre­ 
dence in said rumors. But when we turn 
over powers of policy decision to these 
professionals, we open the door for dis­ 
astrous results should the teaching pro­ 
fession be or become infiltrated. 


Having stated our belief that Califor­ 
nia’s present situation is bad, what do 
we suggest be done about it. 
It’s trite but true that individual citi­ 
zens must take a more active and more 
vocal interest in the curriculum in their 
respective school districts. 
But the quickest and most effective 
way to reverse the trend is for elected 
school trustees to “get up on their hind 
legs” and speak out. They must make 
curriculum their business: they must 
not fall prey to the “just leave it to us 
experts’’ line from the professionals. 
What’s the best thing that could hap­ 
pen right here in Marin County along 
this line? 
Simply this: 
The county association of school trus­ 
tees could and should conduct a public 
discussion on the question “What do we 
want taught in our schools here in 
Marin?” 
And let the discussion for once be by 
and among the trustees without domin­ 
ating influence from professional edu­ 
cators.

First Sought End To A-Testing 


WASHINGTON — On the 
spur of the moment, to whom 
would you most likely give 
credit for the American pro­ 
posal to join with the Soviet 
Union in a suspension of nu­ 
clear tests? It would be un­ 
derstandable 
to 
cite 
Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower because ul­ 
timately he resolved the deep 
controversy within the Ad­ 
m inistration 
as to 
whether 
this was a safe and useful 
step. It would be understand­ 
able to cite Secretary Dulles 
because in the end he exerted 
his great influence in favor 
of ending the tests. 
But, on the Unitedp States 
side, the pioneers for a cessa­ 
tion of nuclear testing as a 
means of reducing the haz­ 
ards 
of radio-active fallout 
and as a first step towards 
arms reduction are neither 
the President nor the Secre­ 
tary of State — as they will 
readily 
recall. 
And 
before 
history slips too far into the 
past, it seems to me only fair 
to note: 


Thai an e a r l y and, to

THESE COULD quite pos­ 
sibly be the forgotten men of 
the end-the-tests debate and 
for being on the right track 
sooner rather than later, they 
deserve recognition. 
As early as April 21, 1956, 
in an address b e f o r e the 
American Society of News­ 
paper Editors in Washington, 
Mr. Stevenson said: “ I believe 
that we should give prompt 
and earnest consideration to 
stopping further tests of the 
hydrogen bomb. 
I question 
the sense in multiplying and 
enlarging weapons of a de­ 
structive power almost incom­ 
prehensible. 
Of c o u r s e , I 
would call upon other nations 
to follow our lead, and if they 
don’t and persist in further 
tests we will know it and we 
can reconsider our policy.” 
For this proposal, which he 
repeated and elaborated dur­ 
ing 
the 
presidential 
cam­ 
paign, Mr. Stevenson was de­ 
rided by his Republican op­ 
ponents, including Mr. Eisen­ 
hower. and it was argued that, 
be was toying with the na­ 
tion's security to catch a few' 
votes. 
During this same period, 
and particularly during the 
disarmament talks with the 
Soviets in London, Mr. Stas­ 
sen led the fight within the 
Administration to untie the 
issue of testing from the rest 
of 
the U. 
S. 
disarmament 
package. 
It was his view that this 
would not put the U. S. at 
any more of a disadvantage 
than it w o u l d the Soviet 
Union, that it would offer a 
significant step-at-a-time be­ 
ginning in the direction of 
disarmament and that it could 
be successfully negotiated. 
Mr. Stassen’s judgment did 
not prevail any more than did 
Mr. Stevenson’s, and before 
the Administration reversed 
its position, Mr. Stassen was 
first demoted and then al­ 
lowed to resign with the help 
of a big push. 
For being right ahead of 
their time, Mr. Stevenson and 
Mr. Stassen certainly deserve 
s o m e recognition. 
Perhaps 
the 1960 Democratic National 
Convention will come up with 
something suitable 
for Mr. 
Stevenson. And from his exile 
in Philadelphia Mr. Stassen 
could be called back to duty.

Probably not too many Ma­ 
rin residents — including all 
those who heaved a big sigh 
of relief as 
their children 
trouped off to public schools 
this week— realize that there 
is a m o v e m e n t afoot to 
change the credential struc­ 
ture which qualifies public 
school teachers to teach. 
What exists now is a “mul­ 
tiplicity of teaching creden­ 
tials,” to use some jargon cur­ 
rent in education circles. 
Translated, it means that 
there are about 60 different 
credentials and the situation 
has gotten so out of hand 
that most superintendents of 
schools just give up trying to 
be informed on them all. One 
employee at the county super­ 
intendent’s office specializes 
in answering questions about 
the credential rules crammed 
in a little 75-page book. 


A COUPLE OF YEARS ago 
the state Board of Education 
appointed 
a 
Committee on 
Revision 
of 
the 
Credential 
Structure in California. The 
14-member 
committee 
does 
not include anyone from Ma­ 
rin, but it does include Rev. 
James N. Brown of the Arch­ 
diocese of San Francisco: Uni­ 
versity 
of 
California 
Prof. 
James C. Stone and Stanford 
University Prof. 
Lucien 
B. 
Kinney, who is chairman. 
The 
committee 
came 
up 
with a proposal to cut the 
num ber of credentials to four. 
This in itself is not revolu­ 
tionary. 
What 
is 
revolutionary 
is 
that one credential (called the 
“ General 
Teaching 
Creden­ 
tial”) would qualify its posses­ 
sor to teach from kindergar­ 
ten through junior college. 


THE 
COMMITTEE’S 
rea­ 
soning is that each teacher 
should have “a core of liberal 
education.” 
It would be ac­ 


quired by five years of col­ 
lege preparation or else by 
four years of college if the 
teacher begins teaching and 
finishes out his last year of 
college study during his first 
five years on the job. 
However, the teacher at the 
same 
time 
would 
select a 
“professional area of specifi­ 
cation” in either elementary 
education, 
secondary educa­ 
tion or teaching exceptional 
children. 
In 
other 
words, 
practice teaching. 
The 
other 
three 
creden­ 
tials that the committee sug­ 
gests are: 
1. 
A 
vocational 
teaching 
credential for journeymen or 
technicians in a specific trade. 
2. Something called a “pu­ 
pil p e r s o n n e l credential” 
which means the person hold­ 
ing it would be a counselor 
or psychologist. 
3. A special credential for 
school principals and super­ 
intendents. 


THE COMMITTEE assumes 
that a’nyone who qualifies for 
the pupil personnel creden­ 
tial or administration creden­ 
tial has already shown that 
he is a qualified teacher. 
A year ago the committee 
submitted its r e p o r t and 
thought it would be a fine 
idea 
if 
its suggestions got 
“widespread publicity.” A se­ 
ries of public hearings were 
set up throughout the state. 
There was one in San Fran­ 
cisco last spring. 
County Superintendent of 
Schools Dick Foster said no 
recommendation 
had 
been 
made yet to the state Legisla­ 
ture. “I have a feeling there 
will be some sort of compro­ 
mise,” he said. 
It will be interesting to see

San Rafael Man Back 


From Trip To Russia 


Moscow has an imposing pub­ 
lic transportation system, in­ 
cluding modern subways, and 
an abundance of television sets 
even in tenement homes, ac­ 
cording to a retired Army colo­ 
nel who has returned to his 
San Rafael home after two 
weeks in the Soviet capital. 
Waddell F. Smith of 75 Mar­ 
garita drive was a member of 
the 
American 
skeet 
squad 
which went through a series of 
pre-championship matches in 
Europe and wound up with the 
finals in Moscow. Smith did not 
shoot with the four-man Amer­ 
ican skeet team. 
One American named Eisen- 
lauer, from Palo Alto, won the 
individual trap shooting cham­ 
pionship. but otherwise it was 
a Russian victory in almost all 
events, including team match­ 
es. 
“The Russians have a system 
that is hard to beat,” Smith 
said. “They are very sports 
conscious. 
I heard they put 
their skeet squad of 16 men 
in a camp for three months. 
For three months, they would 
shoot five to seven hours per 
day to get perfection, then 
pick the 
best four 
on the 
team.” 


The American shooters, num­ 
bering 48. including adminis­ 
trative officials, were flown 
by the Air Force to Helsinki, 
Finland. From Helsinki, they 
took a train to Moscow. 


“So far as I know, we were 
not restricted, but several Rus­ 
sian interpreters went with us 
as guides,” 
Smith reported. 
Their hotel was not lavish, but 
they got good food and were 
well received. 


Smith said he noticed TV an­ 
tennas 
almost 
everywhere, 
even in the country areas. 
In Moscow, buses and trucks 
abound, but he saw very few 
privately 
owned 
automobiles 
and no American cars at all. 
The Americans were invited 
to a movie which showed Rus­ 
sians at work in lumber and 
steel mills. They attended a 
party at the United States em­ 
bassy in Moscow. During the 
Moscow stay of two weeks, they 
were charged $4 per day for 
room, meals and transporta­ 
tion. 
Did he meet or see any of 
Russia’s top officials? 
“No, we didn’t,” said Smith. ; 
“Or I didn’t know it if we did.” I

Riddled With 
Inaccuracies

NEW YORK (UPD—This is go­ 
ing to be a big season for mus­ 
taches on TV. Steve Allen un­ 
veiled one Sunday and Jackie 
Gleason will show his Oct. 9 
on “Playhouse 90.” And last 
night, Farley Granger came 
equipped with both mustache 
and beard in his portrayal of 
young Sigmund Freud on CBS- 
TV’s “U.S. Steel Hour” drama, 
“The Wound Within.” 
The drama roughly telescop­ 
ed the years from 1886, when 
Freud 
read 
his 
paper 
“On 
Male Hysteria,” to 1892, when 
Freud treated a young l a d y 
named Elisabeth Von R. who 
was suffering from what is 
called a hysterical conversion 
symptom—a paralysis of the 
legs 
caused' by 
a 
psychic 
“wound.” 


SCRIPT INACCURATE 
There were several inaccura­ 
cies 
in 
the 
script—Freud’s 
treatment of Elisabeth through 
hypnosis, for example, when 
actually hers was the first sig­ 
nificant case in which Freud 
departed from hypnosis; the 
depiction of Freud’s wife as a 
near-shrew when actually their 
marriage was quite happy; the 
pretended meeting of Freud 
with his colleague, Dr. Josef 
Breuer, 
after 
his 
marriage 
when 
actually 
Freud 
a n d 
Breuer 
were 
good 
friends 
many 
years 
before 
Freud’s 
marriage. 
It’s a dramatist’s business to 
do what he chooses with his 
material if it helps him turn 
out a successful and meaning­ 
ful vehicle. However, I’m not 
sure “The Wound Within” was 
successful or meaningful. 


NO CONFLICT 
For one thing, it was con­ 
structed episodically — Freud 
seemed 
to 
spend 
the 
hour 
jumping from couch to couch. 
For another, there was a lack 
of 
dramatic 
conflict—there 
were indications of conflicts 
with his wife and the local 
medical society, but these just 
piddled out. 
But mostly, the objection to 
the whole piece was its Holly- 
woodish 
treatment 
of 
the 
Freud story. There is some­ 
thing terribly hackneyed about 
a great human and scientific 
drama that ends with Freud 
mouthing words like: “What 
happened today is not the end, 
it is the beginning.” And with 
his wife gushing in reply: “It 
is a very beautiful beginning.” 
As for the acting, Granger 
did pretty well considering he 
had to bellow lines like “I’m 
doing what I must do!” His 
portrait had drive and thrust, 
but it lacked a little in warmth. 
Mary Sinclair, who hasn’t been 
seen much on TV lately, had 
nothing much to do, but did it 
fairly well.
